Claims 1-109 novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Hendricks. 



Considering claims 1, 34, 64 and 71, Hendricks discloses a method for ordering and distributing electronic books 
comprising: & 

(1J receiving a data stream representing a book (from 282 to 250, figure I); 

(2) processing the data stream comprising: 

(a) encrypting (figure 5: step 504, page 10, lines 9-20,page 11, lines 10-11); 

(b) add error correction (pages 11, lines 10-11 and step 504); 

(c) convert (step 508); 

(d) compress (MPEG data, figure 18b); 
(e) multiplex (1064, figure 18b); 

(3) broadcasting (208, figure 2) 

(4) displaying (figure 14b- 14c) 

(5) receiving.. order (figure 14b-14e, page 25); 

(6) generating, sending and receiving authorization signal (pages (7) demultiplexing, decrypting and decompressing are all 
corresponding and necessary steps to the multiplexing, encrypting and compressing at the transmitting center stations.
